As we go to press, Senate Bill 
532 has been introduced by Sen- 
ator Amos Lewis. House Bill 403, 
which is the same bill, was intro- 
duced by Representative Dowda. 
These are the two numbers for 
all librarians in Florida to re- 
member. The latest report as we 
go to press is: assurance from 
Senator Lewis that he will push 
the passage of this legislation. 
Mrs. Virgina Searcy Barr has been 
a big help in keeping this bill be- 
fore the legislative support we 
now have. 

There is a very good chance 
this bill will be passed, especially 
if every member of the Florida 
Library Association continues to 
push with his representatives and 
senators the passage of this bill. 

Since the deadline for FLORIDA 
LIBRARIES coincides almost 
exactly with the probable close 
of the legislative session, I am 
outlining the possible next steps 
here.

CHAPTER 150 
COUNTY FREE PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES _ 


150.01 Free public libraries authorized. 


(1) The board of county commissioners 
of the several counties of the State of 
Florida may establish, operate and main- 
tain a free public library, or free library 
service for that county. 

(2) Two or more counties may combine 
in the establishment and maintenance of 
a joint county or regional library for the 
counties which combine for that purpose, 
and pursuant to such combination such 
counties may cooperate with one another 
and the state library board and contribute 
to a joint fund in carrying out the pur- 
pose and intent of this chapter. The dur- 
ation and nature of such joint county or 
regional library shall be evidenced by res- 
olutions of the board of county commiss- 
ioners of such counties and shall be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the state 
library board. 

(3) No free public library, free library 
service or joint county or regional library 
shall be established under the provisions 
of this chapter, unless and until the board 
of county commissioners of the respective 
counties shall adopt a resolution establish- 
ing such library either: 

(a) On its own motion, or 

(b) By petition signed by not less than 
ten per cent of the qualified voters of said 
county requesting such establishment, in 
which case the county commissioners shall 
forthwith adopt the necessary resolution 
establishing such library. 


150.02 Notice of meeting of commission 
ers. 

The board of county commissioners, be- 
fore taking action on its own motion to 
provide for the establishment of or parti- 
cipation in, as the case may be, a free 
public library, free library service or 
joint county or regional library in such 
county, shall cause notice of such con- 
templated action to be given by publication 
once each week for two successive weeks 
in some newspaper designated by such 
board, published in such county, giving 
the date of the meeting at which such 
action is proposed to be taken. 


150.3 Library boards county and regwir- 
al members, appointments, terms, vac- 
anes, 

(1) When in any county the boari of 
county commissioners thereof shali have 
determined to establish for such county a 
free library or free library service, such 
library or library service shall be admin- 
istered by a library board, composed of 
five members who shall be citizens of the 
county, of either sex, appointed by the 
governor upon recommendation of the 
board of county commissioners. Of the 
board first appointed, one member shall 
be appointed for a term of one year, two 
members shall be appointed for a term 
of two years, and two members shall be 
appointed for a term of three years. There- 
after upon the expiration of the terms 
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of the members so appointed successor 
members shall be appointed for terms of 
four years. A vacancy in the membership 
of the county library board shall be filled 
for the unexpired portion of the term in 


“the same manner as original appointments 


are made. 

(2) When two or more counties join in 
the establishment of a joint county or 
regional library, such library shall be ad- 
ministered by a regional] library board, to 
be composed of members of the county 
library board from each county participat- 
ing in such regional library where such 
counties have previously established a 
county library. In counties not having a 
county free library at the time such joint 
or regional library is established, the mem- 
bers of the regional board shall be appoint- 
ed in the same manner as members of the 
county free library board as provided in 
subsection (1). 

(3) The members of a county or region- 
al library board shall receive no com- 
pensation but shall be paid their actual 
expenses while in the performance of their 
duties.

The members of the county or regional 
library board shall meet and organize 
within thirty days after appointment and 
as often thereafter as deemed necessary, 
and shall elect one member chairman, an- 
other secretary and another treasurer, 
whose duties shall be those usually per- 
taining to said respective officers. With 
advice of the state library board, said 
county or regional board may establish 
rules and regulations for its own govern- 
ment and that of the library or library 
service not inconsistent with law, and 
shall employ a librarian as provided in 
150.041, and such assistants or employees 
as to the said boards may seem reasonable 
and proper, and fix their salaries, duties 
and compensation.

150.041 Librarian; appointment and re- 
moval, qualifications. — 


(1) Upon the establishment of a county 
free library or a regional library, the 
county or regional board, with the advice 
of the state library board, shall employ a 
county or regional librarian who may be 
removed for cause after a hearing by said 
board. In case of such removal, the lib- 
rarian shall be furnished with a copy of 
the charges forming the cause of such re- 
moval within a period of 90 days from the 
date set for a hearing hy the board. 

(2) Any person who is a graduate of an 
approved library school or who has had 
five years’ practical experience in an 
approved library shall be eligible to the 
office of county or regional librarian. 


150.042 Librarian; duties and powers. — 

The county and regional librarians shall, 
subject to the general rules adopted by 
the respective library boards as provided 
in 150.04, build up and manage according 
to the accepted principles of library man- 
agement, a library service’ for the use of 
the people of the county or regional dis- 


trict, as the case may be, and shall deter- 


mine what books and other equipment 
shall be purchased. The library service 
shall be under the general supervision and 
care of the county or regional librarian. 


150.043 Travel expenses of 
assistants and employees. 


The librarian, assistant librarians ana 
other employees shall be allowed actual 
and necessary traveling expenses incurred 
in the business of the office in addition 
to such compensation as the respective 
boards may fix under the provisions of 
150.04.

150.05 Reports. — 


The chairman of the county library 
board or library service of evey county 
having a library or library service or the 
chairman of the regional library board for 
the counties participating in a joint county 
or regional library, shall make annual re- 
ports to the board or boards of county 
commssioners of said county or counties, 
as the case may be, giving such statistics 
and other information as may be required 
by said commissioners or the state library 
board. 


150.06 Contracts with municipalities. — 


In carrying out the provisions of this 
chapter, the board of county commissioners 
of any county, or counties comprising a 
regional library district, may either acquire 
and provide for the maintenance and oper- 
ation of a free library for the county or 
regional library district or may provide free 
library service to the citizens of the county 
or region by entering into a _ contract 
therefor with any municipality in said 
county or region owning a public free 
library, or with any other county or muni- 
cipality in this state owning a public free 
library. 


150.07 Title to library. — 

(1) When under the provisions of this 
chapter, any board of county-commissioners 
of any county shall establish any free 
library for such county, the title and own- 
ership -of such library shall be in the 
county. 

(2) Title and ownership of any joint 
county or regional library shall be in the 
regional library board. 


150.071 Expenses or joint county or re- 
gional libraries. — 

The expenses of a joint county orregion- 
al library shall be apportioned between or 
among the counties concerned on a basis 
of population. 

150.072 Regional libraries; withdrawals, 
dissolution. — 

If the board of county commissioners of 
any county decides to withraw from a 
joint county or region&Al library, said board 
shall give two years notice to the joint 
county or regional. library board. The 
county withdrawing shall be entitled to a 
division of property in the same propor- 
tions as expenses are shared. Any regional 
library organized under the provisions of 
this chapter may, by three-fourths major- — 
ity vote of the board members at a legal 
meeting of the regional library board, — 
dissolve its existence. 


150.073 Participation of other govern- 
mental units in regional libraries. — : 
When a joint county or regional library — 
shall have been established, the legislative © 
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body of any governmental unit therein 
that is maintaining a library may decide 
with the concurrence of the board of 
trustees of its library, to participate in 
the joint county or regional library, re 
quest for such participation to be filed 
with and approved by the regional board 
Upon such approval, beginning with the 
next fiscal year of the county, the govern- 
mental unit shall participate in the joint 
county or regional library and its residents 
shall be entitled to the benefits of the 
county or regional library, and property 
within its boundaries shall be subject to 
taxation for joint county or _ regional 
library purpses. A governmental unit 
participating in the joint county or region- 
al library may retain title to its own pro- 
perty, continue its own board of library 
trustees, and may levy its own taxes for 
library purposes; or, by a majority vote 
of the qualified voters a governmental 
unit may transfer, conditionally or other. 
wise, the ownership and control of its lib- 
rary with all or part of its property to 
another governmental unit which is pro- 
viding or will provide free library service 
in the territory of the former, and the 
trustees or the body making the transfer 
shall thereafter be relieved of responsi- 
bility pertaining to the property tranferred 


150.074 Gifts and bequests. — 


The county or regional library board is 
authorized to receive on behalf of the 
county or regional district, any gift, be- 
quest, or device for the county free library 
or joint county or regional library, as the 
case may be. Said county library board 
shall turn over to the county treasurer, in 
the case of a county free library, any 
money collected under the provisions of 
this section, to be deposited to the county 
free library fund as providedin subsection 
(3) of 150.08. The regional library board shall 
deposit such moneys collected under the 
provisions of this section in the regional 
library fund, as provided in subsection (4) 
of 150.08. 


150.08 Taxation; warrants, payments, 
bonds for building; gifts and bequests. — 

(1) When the board of county commiss- 
ioners shall have determined, under the 
provisions of this chapter, to establish, 
operate and maintain any free library, 
free library service or participate in a joint 
county or regional library for such county, 
said commissioners of such county shall 


levy an annual tax in the same manner as 


and at the same time as other county 
taxes are levied, not exceeding one mill on 
all the taxable property within such 
county not already taxed for library pur- 
poses, for the purpose of providing the 
funds required to pay the expenses of the 
operation and maintenance of such free 
library, free library service or the county’s 
share of the expenses of the regional 
library. All laws applicable to the collection 
of county taxes shall apply to the collect- 
ion of the tax herein provided. 

(2) All funds of the county free library, 
Whether derived from taxation or other- 
Wise, shall be in the custody of the county 
treasurer. They shall constitute a separate 
fund to be known as the county free 
library fund, and shall not be used for any 
purpose except those of the county free 
library. The expenses incurred by the 
county library board shall be paid by war- 
rants drawn by the board of county com-

missioners, payable out of the county free 
library fund. 


(3) All funds collected for the free lib- 
rary fund, under the provisions of sub- 
section (1) by the counties participating 
in a joint county of regional library or 
otherwise, shall be transferred annually by 
the county treasurer to the treasurer 
of the regional library board, who shall 
deposit said moneys to an account to be 
known as the regional library fund. The 
regional library fund board shall have ex- 
clusive control of expenditures from the 
said regional library fund provided that 
said funs shall not be used for any purpose 
except those of the county joint or region- 
al library, subject to any examination of 
accounts required by the state. All moneys 
shall be paid from said fund upon vouchers 
of the regional library board. 


(4) The county or regional library board 
shall not make expenditures or incur in- 
debtedness in any year in excess of the 
amount of money available for library pur- 
poses. 


150.09 and 150.10 to be repealed. 


150.11 State aid; appropriation; alloc- 
ation; rules and regulations. — 


(1) Any moneys appropriated by the 
legislature for state aid to public libraries 
shall be administered by the state library 
board. 


(2) Not more than fifty per cent of the 
moneys appropriated for state aid to public 
libraries shall be apportioned to county, 
or joint or regional libraries or to muni- 
cipal public libraries whch have contracted 
with a county or regional library for public 
library service. The allocation of such 
moneys shall be based on an equal per 
capita rate for the population of each 
county or region in which any such library 
is or may be established, in proportion 
to the population according to the latest 
official census of such county or region 
maintaining libraries under’ this chapter, 
provided, that no grant shall be made to 
any public library if the rate of tax or 
the appropriation for said library should be 
decreased below the rate in force at the 
time this chapter becomes effective. Such 


grants shall be made according to two al- 
ternate standards: 


(a) To any county or regional library 
in which the tax rate for public library 
service is one-half or more of the max- 
imum provided by law. 


(b) To any municipal public library 
which shall contract with a county or 
region for public library service in which 
the combined appropriation is one-half or 
more of the maximum provided by law. 


(3) The board of county commission- 
ers, in the case of a county library, or the 
treasurer, if a joint or regional library, 
shall certify to the state library board the 
annual tax income and the rate of tax 
for the appropriation of said library on 
July 1, 1951 for the current year and each 
year thereafter. The state library board 
shall certify to the comptroller the amount 
to be paid each library and warrants shall 
be issued for the amount allocated. 


(4) The balance of said moneys shall 
be administered and supervised by the 
state library board to provide establish- 
inent grants on a population basis to newly 
established county or regional libraries 
and equalization grants on a population 
basis to county or regional libraries in all 
districts in which a one mill tax does not 
yield one dollar per capita to said libraries. 
Said libraries shall certify to the state 
library board the fact of establishment, 
the rate of tax, the assessed valuation of 
property in such county or region and the 
anticipated tax yield of such library. The 
state library board shall then certify to the 
comptroller the amount of the equalization 
grant which shall be paid to each library. 
Said board shall also certify the amounts 
of each establishment grant and warrants 
shall be issued to the state library board 
for administration and supervision of such 
grants. 

(5) The sum appropriated for state aid 
to public libraries shall be separate and 
apart from all appropriations made to the 
state library. 

(6) The state library board may make 
such rules and regulations in compliance 
with the provisions of this section which 
are deemed necessary for the administra- 
ion and allocation of such moneys.

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Bookmobile Spreads Joy in Orange County 


Orange County’s bookmobile, 
which brings library service to 
all residents of the County out- 
side Orlando, Winter Park and 
Maitland, already served by pub- 
lic libraries, began its regular 
schedule on November 28, 1949. 
Eight months earlier, on March 
25 at a meeting of library-con- 
scious county citizens at the 
Albertson Public Library, the 
idea of a bookmobile was sug- 
gested as a means of providing 
county-wide library service. 

The Sorosis Club of Orlando, 
which lent its support to the 
establishment of the public lib- 
rary of Orlando in 1923 offered 
to purchase the bookmobile at a 
cost of approximately $6090 if 
the County would provide funds 
necessary for contracting for the 
service with the Albertson Public 
Library. The County provided the 
funds and the bookmobile be- 
came a reality. That all sounds 
as if it were an easy undertaking, 
but it took the efforts of many 
who worked together to accom- 
plish results. 

It was necessary to pass special 
legislation giving the Board of 
County Commissioners the autho- 
rity to appropriate the necessary 
funds. The Friends of the Lib- 
rary, under the able leadership 
of its President, Mrs. Ruth Mc- 
Collough Maguire, sponsored 
such a bill and worked tirelessly 
to insure its passage. Sorosis and 
many library conscious citizens 


k 


in the county lent their much- 
needed support to get the bill 
approved. Kven though the Coun- 
ty Board included $10,000 for 
bookmobile service in the budget, 
the amount was not assured until 
it was approved by the Budget 
Commission, ‘which did not-look 
favorably upon it. Again mem- 
bers of Sorosis and Friends of the 
Library: came to the front and 
another battle was won. $10,000 
was appropriated for one year 
only. Then the County contracted 
with the Albertson Public Lib- 
rary to furnish library service to 
county citizens by bookmobile 
for one year inreturn for $10000. 

The Bookmobile Project Com- 
mittee of Sorosis under tlie able 
direction of Mrs. A. J. Smith, Jr., 
organized the entire club into 25 
teams of 25 or more members 
and assigned to each team a 
quota of $250. Much ingenuity 
was: shown in their plans to raise 
money and many, ™any people 
worked hard to do so. The book- 
mobile was one of three projects 
for which Sorosis won $3000 for 
second prize in class A in the 
“Build A Better Community” 
contest, sponsored by the Kro- 
ger Company of Cincinnati and 
The General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs 

Early in September 1949 the 
contract for the bookmobile was 
awarded by Sorosis to Rivers 
Body Factory of Jacksonville, 
distributors for Wayne Works of

service to rural communities in the area. 
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Richmond, Indiana, and the Frice 
Collins Motors, Inc., the local 
Studebaker dealer. The bookmo- 
bile is a converted all-steel 
Wayne Bus body with oak rubber 
covered book shelves and a cus- 
tom built charging desk, filing 
cabinets and storage cabinets. It 
is equipped with fluorescent 
lights and ventilation fans, oper- 
ated by a generator. The book- 
mobile was delivered in Orlando 
on November 19 and was presen- 
ted to the Albertson Public Lib- 
rary by Sorosis on November 22, 


In the library a great amount 
of organizational work had been 
done in a relatively short time 
so that the bookmobile was ready 
to go on the road November 28. 
The work began officially on 
Octoter 1, when Mrs. John Stef- 
fens took over her duties as book- 
mobile librarian, assisted by 
Miss Jeannette Williams and 
Fred Atherton, the bookmobile 
driver. There was much work to 
be done; the selection, ordering 
and cataloging of at least 1200 
books; the surveying of the coun- 
ty to determine locations of stops 
and the length of each; the set- 
ting up of necessary records and 
files; the planning of the overall 
program. But this was all accom- 
plished and the bookmobile 
equipped with approximately 
2000 books, began operating ona 
schedule which provided service 
every fourteen days to 21 com- 
munities and eight schools. Since 
then, 7 schools and 3 community 
stops have been added. The stops 
range in length from 30 minutes 
to two and one half hours. 

At the end of April (1951), 
3,081 bookmobile borrowers had 
access to the 4,147 books in the 
collection, as well as request 
titles which are made available 
from the Albertson collection. 
Besides the registered borrowers, 
over 1000 children in the 1st, 2nd 
and 8rd grades in 15 schools have 
access to books through class- 
room deposits, and in this month 
circulation totalled 4,455 books. 

Orange County librarians con- 
sider this a step forward toward 
their goal—adequate county-wide 
library service in Orange County

“escape” trom the eternal round 
of cooking. 

At our next stop a girl who 
couid not possibly be eighteen 
asks for a card, and upon being 
requested to have her parents’ 
signature she states that she is 
married (to a husband overseas), 
and at my inadvertent glance to- 
ward her ring finger she glibly 
supplies the fact that is it was so 
hot after a morning’s shopping 
she had removed her rings and 
warm clothing to cool off. At any 
rate, I took a chance and trusted 
her with a few light novels. 

Along about 4:30 we are de- 
livered our Girl Scout cookies, 
asked for Volume 2 of “The 
March of Democracy,” and help 
select about fourteen books for a 
distraught wife to take to her 
dying husband, — a book for each 
of the pain-ridden sleepless 
nights until we come again. And 
she is apologetic for being greedy. 


Requests for special material 
continue to fill our little blue 
notebook, adding spice and var- 
iety, as well as the hectic touch. 
A few samples at random: How 
to start a bakery business; One 
of George Washington’s famous 
prayers; How to answer a child’s 
first questions concerning sex; 
Theosophy; Plumbing; Dianetics; 
Books on canning; Horses, Boats,

One family from Seattle, hav- 
ing moved down and found us in 
less than a week, were so deligh- 
ted that they would have paid 
severai rees in order to enjoy our 
vi-monthly visits.

After 
vainly suggesting “The Forgot- 
ten Village,’ or numerous j800’s, 
and receiving a _ not-so-polite 
shrug of disdain, his classmates 
gathered around and informed 
me that he was interested in only 
one thing in this world— skele- 
tons! When he discovered some 
beautiful dinosaur remains in the 
National Geographic, he came to 
life so completely that I was left 
a little numb with the vociferous 
thanks he expressed when I told 
him he might have it to keep. 

At the next whistle stop our 
sweet little Cockney lady greets 
us with her regular offering of 
two ice cold glasses of coca cola 
andthe request for more murders. 

Later we are asked for Field- 
ings “Tom Jones” from one of 
our literati, and for some Bahai 
books from a Rosicrucian. 

At a later school we are be- 
sieged with demands for garden- 
ing books, but from the ages of

not expect fresh vegetabies in 
their scnool cafeteria this season, 
or next! 

in the next town we supply 
fresh incentive to youth and love- 
liness in the form of Gayelord 
Hauser’s “Look Younger, Live 
Longer,’ to a woman who fairly 
rolls into the Bookmobile, — 
sideways. 

At a certain spot we await an 
old lady with one tooth in front, 
and make her happy with diet 


books (for what disease? we 
ask) — no matter — any good 
diets! 


We have next an earnest re- 
quest for material on flower ar- 
ranging for the church, and a 
few miles and fifteen minutes 
later we absorb the rapid-fire 
demands for “The Conquest of 
Space” (by a woman, aha!), the 
raising of geese, the raising of 
rabbits (from different members 
of the same household), a cro- 
chet book and a diabetic manual. 

Another community brought 
forth an interesting assortment 
of requests: Theosophy, a new 
book on wrestling (by a woman), 
and termites. 

At one place we had been re- 
peatedly beseeched for material 
on Hot Rod building, until the 
sad day when the young boy ar- 
rived with all the skin burned 
off his face (his hopped-up motor 
had exploded!).

More than :50 librarians from 
all parts of the state attended the 
Florida Library Association meet- 
ing in Orlando at the Wyoming 
Hotel, April 19-21. 

The meeting opened on Thursday 
evening with a film forum on 
Censorship in America. Miss 
Clara E. Wendel, Orlando lib- 
rarian and association president 
opened the forum, which was led 
by Prof. Charles Bushong, Adult 
Education Specialist, General Ex- 
tension Service, University of 
Florida. The panel members were 
Lt. Col. Charles F. Densford, com- 
manding officer, Orlando Air 
Force Base; Mrs. Ruth Smith, 
Radio Station WHOO; Dean Mor- 
ris S. Hale, Jr., Orlando Junior 
College; and Dr. Louis Shores, 
Dean of the School of Library 
Service and Training, Florida 
State University. It was agreed 
that the part played by libraries 
is that they should be sources of 
varying ideas and views of a sub- 
ject; also that the real danger of 
censorship is lack of adequate 
media of information rather than 
from pressure groups, as shown 
by the fact that in Florida 99 per 
cent of the rural population has 
no access whatsoever to public 
library facilities. 

The forum was followed by a 
reception with the Board of Dir- 
ectors, Friends of the Library and 
Staff of the Albertson Public 
Library as hosts. 

At the general session Friday 
morning Dr. J. Fred Rippy, from 
the University of Chicago, now 
visiting professor at Florida State 
University, outstanding authority 
and author of books on Latin 
America, gave an address on “‘The 
AmericanCommunity of Nations”’. 
Following Dr. Rippy’s interesting 
and informative speech, the Lib- 
rary Action Committee with Dr. 
Shoes as chairman gave its report. 
The report was given in panel 
form with contributions from all 
members of the committee:

Included in the report was 
much interesting information on 
The Library Institutes, District 
Meetings, County Surveys, Lib- 
rary Leaders, Citizen Groups, 
publicity and legisiation—in short 
a summary of what has been ac- 
complished in the Association 
during the past year. The pro- 
posed Library Bill which provides 
tor the establishment of county 
and regional libraries and the use 
of a State Aid Appropriation was 
presented and discussed. 

At noon three sectional lun- 
cheons were held. The Children’s 
and School Librarians heard a 
delightful talk by John Tunis, 
sports writer and popular author 
of books for young people. Mr. 
Herbert Hirshberg, former dean 
of the School of Library Science, 
Westerr Reserve University, new 
editorial consultant for Encycio- 
pedia Americana, led a panel 
discussion on the new edition of 
his book, A Subject Guide to Re- 
ference Books, for the “College 
and Special Libraries Section. A 
talk on Florida’s Public Library 
Potential was given by Dr. Louis 
Shores, Dean of the School of 
Lbrary Service and Training, 
Florida State University, at the 
Public Libraries Luncheon. 

On Friday afternoon the School 
and Children’s Section had a 
business meeting and visits were 
made to the Albertson Public 
Library and its branches, as well 
as the partially-built Mills Memo- 
rial Library at Rollins College in 
Winter Park. Mr. Horace Tollef- 
son and his staff entertained 
members of the Association with 
a beautiful tea in the Sullivan 
Building on the campus. 

Highlight of the meeting was 
the annual banquet, featuring 
Dr. Kathryn Abbey Hanna, re- 
nowned author and lecturer, as 
guest speaker. In her delightfully 
brilliant way she told the group 
how, with her husband, Dr. Alfred 
J. Hanna, she wrote Florida’s 


Golden Sands. Dr, A. J. Hanna © 
was the honored guest and spoke 
a few words; Horace A, Tollef- 
son, Librarian, Rollins College, 
served as toastmaster. Another 
highlight of the banquet was the 
presentation, by Joseph Marron, 
Jacksonville of the Bohnenberger 
awards, given in memory of Carl 
Bohnenberger, who lost his life 
several years ago while on his 
way to a meeting of the South- 
eastern Library Association. Re- 
cipients of the awards were Mrs. 
Rubylea Hall, Lakeland, for The 
Great Tide, and LeRoy Leather- 
man, Louisiana author, for his 
fine novel, The Caged Birds. 
In the absence of Mr. Leather- 
man his medal was accepted by 
Stanley West, Director of the 
University of Florida Libraries. 
The award is given biennially to 
a writer of the Southeast either 
by birth or residence for the out- 
standing first book. 


The business meeting on Satur- 
day morning with Clara Wendel, 
Librarian of Albertson Public 
Library in Orlando and Presi- 
dent of the Association presiding, 
closed the three-day meeting. 
Joseph Marron, Librarian, Jack- 
sonville Public Library, was re- 
elected as ALA councilor and the 
Constitution of the Southeastern 
Library Association was ratified 
by the Association. Dr. Louis 
Shores, Chairman of the Library 
Action Committee, announced 
that the proposed Library Bill 
was introduced in The House as 
Bill 403. At the close of the meet- 
ing Miss Wendel turned the 
gavel over to Paul A. T. Noon, 
Associate Librarian, Jacksonville 
Public Library, the newly elected 
President.
